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REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  AGENT 

I  begin  this  report  with  the  following  summary  of  the  several 
units.  Beginning  with  the  summer  maintenance,  we  graveled 
several  sections  throughout  the  town  also  cut  and  burned 
bushes.  We  removed  several  large  stones  and  widened  the  roads 
in  a  few  narrow  places.  We  reopened  the  Old  William  Pick- 
ford  road  and  did  extensive  grading  on  the  Old  Troy  road  and 
Page  road ;  also  cut  brush  and  graveled  the  ledges  on  these  two 
roads. 

We  replanked  4  bridges  and  placed  new  stringers  in  2  bridges, 
also  shored  up  the  iron  bridge  on  the  Goldmine  road.  Two 
concrete  culverts  were  laid  on  the  Burpee  road,  one  on  the 
Jackson  road,  also  several  were  relaid. 

The  road  from  Dublin  Inn  to  Melvin  Walker  residence  was 
graveled  and  tarred.  The  Old  Common  road  and  the  2400  feet 
on  the  Pickford  road  were  also  tarred.  All  tarred  roads  were 
given  a  seal  coat  than  honed  and  rolled. 

The  Special  Projects:  (1)  Schoepf  Hill,  was  widened,  straight- 
ened with  fill  at  the  foot  of  hill.  15  trees  were  cut:  excavation 
of  20  stumps;  470  yards  of  material  on  300  lin.  ft.;  graveled  520 
lin.  ft.;  extended  culvert  24  inch  x  12  feet  in  base  of  fill.  Guard 
posts  were  not  put  up.  Expenditure — $840.24.  (2)  Allis  Hill,  50 
trees  were  cut;  50  stumps  and  148  yards  of  material  were  ex- 
cavated on  350  lin.  feet;  600  lin.  feet  were  graveled.  The  old 
stone  bridge  at  the  foot  of  hill  was  removed  and  a  concrete  pipe 
was  installed,  expenditure — $339.78.  Chloride  was  applied  to 
both  hills  as  summer  maintenance. 

(*)  In  the  unit  cost  of  the  following  summary  under  "Repairs 
and  Service,"  this  sum  covers  greasing,  washing  and  cleaning, 
painting  tools  and  equipment,  welding  and  repairing  or  replac- 
ing parts  and  practising  preventive  maintenance  to  equipment. 

The  "Supplies"  item  includes,  salt,  chloride,  bridge  plank, 
post,  plow  and  grader  blades,  bolts,  nuts,  paint,  grease,  tires, 
gasoline,  oil,  etc. 

"Miscellaneous,"  covers  man,  truck,  equipment,  labor  for 
citizens  and  other  departments  of  the  town,  State  and  neighbor- 
ing towns.  Also  keeping  area  around  Highway  buildings  cleaned 
up,  cleaning  off  top  of  sand  and  gravel  banks,  etc.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  CEMETERY 

The  work  of  filling,  grading  and  seeding  the  west  slope  of  the 
cemetery  has  added  approximately  an  acre  of  new  burial  space. 

An  excellent  new  road  was  built,  somewhat  to  the  west  of  the 
original  one.  It  is  sufficiently  rugged  for  the  passage  of  heavy 
loaded  trucks.  Twenty-two  hundred  yards  of  excellent  loam 
was  spread  on  the  fill  and  the  entire  surface  has  been  seeded. 
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Work  was  finished  in  November,  consequently,  late  fall  rains 
have  produced  some  washouts  but  these  can  be  remedied  with 
the  growth  of  new  grass  in  the  spring. 

No  more  suitable  space  for  burials  exists  on  the  west  side  but 
appearance  of  the  entire  slope  can  be  greatly  improved  if  the 
remainder  of  the  plot  is  filled  to  a  level  of  sufficient  height  for 
grass  which  can  be  cut  with  lawn  mower.  Your  Trustees 
recommend  that  the  work  be  done  this  coming  fall. 

The  older  part  of  the  cemetery  would  be  improved  in  looks 
with  the  removal  of  the  two  old  icehouses,  no  longer  used,  but 
now  decayed  and  unsightly. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  erection,  this  year,  of  several  fine 
new  memorial  stones  on  lots  hitherto  unmarked.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  CEMETERY 

There  were  but  three  deaths  in  Dublin  during  1953.  One  of 
the  residents  to  pass  away,  Ned  M.  Pierce,  had  served,  for 
several  years,  as  Superintendent  of  our  cemetery. 

Corporal  Abner  Black  was  killed  in  Korea.  David,  infant 
son  of  Robert  and  Anne  Walsh  Drobnis,  died  in  Mont  Vernon, 
this  state.  From  out  of  town  death  came  to  four- former  child- 
hood and  schoolday  residents  of  Dublin:  DeLos  H.  Bond  in 
Lunenburg,  Mass.;  Mark  Baldwin,  California;  Mrs.  Fannie 
Wait  Mathews,  Worcester,  Mass.;  Mrs.  Emma  Jane  Allison 
Weston,  Hamden,  Conn. 

Fifty- three  lots  have  been  engaged  and  all  of  them  are  marked 
with  four  newly  acquired  aluminum  corner  markers,  together 
with  one  in  the  center  worded  Reserved.  Deeds  have  been 
issued  and  delivered  to  most  of  the  applicants  but  there  are  some 
deeds  now  ready  which  should  be  called  for  without  delay. 
Needed  Perpetual  Care  markers  have  been  secured  and 
placed  on  lots  entitled  to  them. 

Several  large  rocks  near  the  main  south  entrance,  dangerous 
to  automobile  transmissions,  were  taken  out;  some  gravestones 
repaired,  others  straightened.  The  steep  grade  in  the  road 
through  the  center,  was  graveled  and  improved,  and  a  number 
of  old  trees  were  cut  and  carried  off. 

A  rotary  power  mower  was  purchased  and  proved  a  valuable 
timesaver,  enabling  the  cutting  of  nearly  an  acre  of  ground 
never  before  cared  for  with  machine.

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  Dec.  31,  1952-Dec.  31,  1953: 

(Exhibit  A) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1952  and 
December  31,  1953,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  indicated 
therein,  the  Surplus  increased  by  $7,920.48  during  the  year  1953. 
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Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition :  (Exhibit  B) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  Town 
during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  B,  with  the  factors  which 
caused  the  change  indicated  therein. 

Comparative  Statement  of  Appropriations  and  Expendi- 
tures— Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits 
C&D) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1953,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  C  and  D.  As  indicated 
by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  net  revenue  surplus  of 
$3,124.89,  plus  a  net  unexpended  balance  of  appropriations  of 
$1,884.42,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $5,009.31. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures :  (Exhibit  E) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1953,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uni- 
form classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  E.  Proof 
of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  December  31,  1953,  is  indicated 
in  Exhibit  F. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials,  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were 
examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were 
compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries 
in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar 
as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified. 
Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled 
bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  depository 
banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's 
records.

The  Moderator,  Katharine  Jackson,  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  9:10  a.  m.

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The  Moderator  then  recessed  the  meeting  at  9:15  a.  m.  to  be 
continued  at  the  end  of  the  town  meeting. 

The  Moderator  again  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  2:00 
p.  m.  and  read  article  5  of  the  warrant:  "To  determine  and 
appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board  and  fix  the  compensa- 
tion of  any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  district."  A  motion 
was  made  and  seconded  to  fix  the  salaries  of  the  school  district 
officers  as  follows:

Voted  to  accept. 

The  moderator  read  article  6  of  the  warrant:  "To  hear  the 
reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or  Officers  chosen  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto."  A  motion  was  made  and 
seconded  that  the  report  of  the  transportation  committee  be 
accepted  as  read.  Voted  unanimously  to  accept.  Motion  made 
and  seconded  that  the  report  of  the  District  Treasurer  be 
accepted.  Voted  to  accept.  Motion  made  and  seconded  that 
the  report  of  the  District  Clerk  be  accepted.  Voted  to  accept. 
Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  Auditor's  report  be 
accepted.  Voted  to  accept. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded,  "That,  since  the  school 
board  does  not  sign  school  district  checks,  the  school  board  be 
instructed  henceforth  to  have  at  least  two  members  of  the 
board  approve  each  voucher  by  initialing,  and  that  they,  in- 
stead of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  indicate  the  account 
into  which  each  payment  shall  be  placed."  Voted  affirmative. 
The  Moderator  read  article  7  of  the  warrant:  To  choose 
Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation  to  any  subject 
embraced  in  this  warrant.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded, 
"That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  chair  to  study 
the  cooperative  school  movement  further,  especially  with 
regard  to  enabling  legislation  and  report  at  the  next  school 
meeting."  Voted  to  accept.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded, 
"That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  study  the  advisability  of  sending  our  high  school 
pupils  to  Keene  High  School  and /or  Keene  Junior  High  School, 
to  make  a  comprehensive  report  to  the  next  school  meeting  in 
March  of  1954  concerning  comparative  costs  of  tuition,  trans- 
portation and  facilities  for  education  and  recreation."  Voted 
to  accept. 

The  Moderator  read  article  8  of  the  warrant:  To  see  what 
sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the 
support  of  schools,  for  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and 
agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the 
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district,  and  to  authorize  the  apphcation  against  said  appropria- 
tion of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the 
state  equahzation  fund  together  with  other  income;  the  school 
board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the 
estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to 
be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.  A  motion  was  made  and 
seconded,  "That  the  School  District  raise  and  appropriate 
$36,913.  and  to  authorize  and  direct  the  School  Board  to  apply 
against  said  appropriation  such  income  as  is  estimated  by  the 
School  Board  exclusive  of  State  Aid,  and  upon  the  determina- 
tion of  the  amount  of  State  Aid  to  be  received  by  the  School 
District  during  the  next  fiscal  year.  To  authorize  and  direct 
the  School  Board  to  apply  against  such  appropriation  the  sum 
to  be  received  from  State  Aid  and  estimated  income  and  with 
the  School  District  Clerk  certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance 
as  an  assessment  to  be  raised  by  the  town  for  school  purposes." 
Voted  to  accept. 

The  Moderator  read  article  9  of  the  warrant.  To  see  if  the 
district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1500  for  constructing 
an  exit  from  the  lunch  room.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded, 
"That  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500  for 
constructing  an  exit  from  the  lunch  room."   Voted  to  accept. 

The  Moderator  read  article  10  of  the  warrant:  To  see  if  the 
district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $150  for  partitioning 
off  a  portion  of  the  stage  for  a  health  and  conference  room.  A 
motion  was  made  and  seconded,  "That  the  district  raise  and 
appropriate  $150.  for  partitioning  off  a  portion  of  the  stage  for  a 
health  and  conference  room."   Voted  to  accept. 

The  Moderator  read  article  11  of  the  warrant:  To  see  if  the 
district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $150  for  the  collection, 
compilation  and  return  of  the  records  of  dissolved  school 
districts  to  the  Town  Clerk's  office  for  preservation  with  the 
public  records  of  the  town.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded,

C.  Exclusions  from  school  of  children  having  symptoms  of  any 
contagious  disease,  or  other  diseases,  were  made  by  the  medical 
inspector  or  school  nurse  in  compliance  with  the  regulations  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health. 

D.  Spring  registration  of  pre-school  children  was  made. 

1.  Physical  examinations  were  given  by  Dr.  Mclntire  with 
parents  present.  Reports  of  defects  were  made  directly 
to  them. 

E.  Students  at  school  have  been  weighed  and  measured  at 
regular  intervals. 

F.  Vision  tests  of  the  students  have  been  made  by  the  school 
nurse.  The  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  was  used.  Hearing  tests 
of  the  students  have  been  conducted.  The  Maico  Audiometer 
Test  was  used. 

G.  The  school  nurse  arranged  for  and  assisted  in: 

1.  Dental  Clinic — by  Dr.  C.  T.  Lawrence  and  Dr.  R. 
Weathers. 

2,  Obtaining  clothing,  shoes,  etc.  for  students  were  neces- 
sary. 

H.  Health  records,  on  which  there  is  recorded  the  disease 
census  and  physical  growth  of  each  child,  have  been  made  and 
are  on  file  at  the  school. 

I.  At  all  times  first  aid  equipment  was  available  at  the  school 
and  the  school  nurse  was  available  for  any  emergencies.

B.  REPORT  OF  H.  S.  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

To  THE  Voters  of  Dublin: 

The  High  School  Study  Committee  wishes  to  make  a  brief 
report  of  its  activity  this  past  year  in  investigating  the  possi- 
bility of  sending  our  high  school  students  to  Keene  High  School. 
As  you  undoubtedly  know,  the  Study  Committee  was  appointed 
by  our  School  Board  soon  after  Town  Meeting  last  March. 
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The  committee  realizes  that  the  curriculum  is  the  heart  of 
any  school  and  that  its  offerings  should  have  meaning  to  our 
young  people,  Dublin's  future  citizens.  And  we  have  found 
that  Keene's  curriculum  offers  broader  advantages, — not  only 
broader  advantages  for  college  preparation  but  also  broader 
advantages  for  vocational  training.  It  is  especially  in  this  field 
of  vocational  training  that  it  would  seem  that  Keene  offers  so 
much  to  children  of  high  school  age.  We  parents  and  residents 
of  Dublin  should  be  willing  and  desirous  of  giving  our  youth  the 
best  educational  advantages  available  and  it  has  been  to  this 
end  that  the  Study  Committee  has  been  working. 

We  feel  it  only  fair  that  mention  should  be  made  here  of  the 
difference  in  cost  of  tuition  between  Keene  and  Peterborough,  a 
difference  of  $4  which  would  not  be  prohibitive.  Basing  our 
estimate  on  25  pupils  of  high  school  age  another  year,  this  would 
mean  an  increase  of  $100  over  our  present  tuition  payments  to 
Peterborough. 

We  find,  of  coiu-se,  that  the  greatest  increase  in  cost  would  lie 
in  the  area  of  transportation,  and  with  no  firm  estimates  made 
as  yet,  it  would  probably  involve  an  increase  of  $1,900  over  the 
present  $1,600.  Perhaps  this  sounds  prohibitive,  but  looking  at 
it  another  way,  and  the  way  in  which  it  will  affect  the  taxpayers, 
the  transfer  to  Keene  might  cost  an  additional  $2,000 — a  cost 
to  the  taxpayer  of  88  cents  per  $1000  of  assessed  valuation.  If 
one  takes  an  assessed  valuation  of  $5,000  as  an  arbitrary  ex- 
ample, the  transfer  to  Keene  might  cost  $4.40,  or  2.44  cents  per 
school  day,  or  1  1/5  cents  per  day  based  on  365  days.  This 
would  be  many  times  less  the  cost  we  would  experience  if  it  be- 
came necessary  for  Dublin  to  join  any  cooperative  school  effort. 

There  is  neither  time  nor  space  to  include  a  full  comparison 
between  Peterborough  and  Keene  in  this  report,  but  we  did 
want  you  to  know  that  we  are  working  earnestly  on  this  prob- 
lem. This  issue  is  to  be  voted  on  at  the  school  meeting  on 
Tuesday,  March  9,  and  our  aim  is  to  get  full  information  to  all 
of  you  for  study  well  in  advance  of  that  date. 

We  have  enjoyed  the  challenge  of  this  responsibility.  We 
hope  we  will  have  been  of  service  to  our  youth.

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C.  REPORT  OF  DUBLIN  COOPERATIVE  STUDY  GROUP 

1953-54 

The  Committee  known  as  the  DubHn  Cooperative  School 
Study  Group,  appointed  by  Mrs.  Katharine  Jackson,  Moderator 
of  the  School  Meeting,  March  10,  1953,  was  given  the  responsi- 
bility of  studying  the  cooperative  school  movement,  determin- 
ing whether  joining  a  cooperative  district  would  be  of  benefit  to 
the  children  and  citizens  of  Dublin,  and  of  seeing  to  it  that  suit- 
able legislation  was  proposed  if  necessary. 

One  or  more  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  attended  each 
of  the  meetings  held  by  the  Peterborough  School  Board  and 
other  interested  parties  to  discuss  such  an  organization,  to  hear 
from  an  architect  on  building  plans  and  to  determine  the  feel- 
ing of  the  various  towns. 

When  the  Committee  was  set  up  the  amount  to  be  paid  by 
each  town  towards  a  cooperative  school  system  was,  by  state 
law,  determined  according  to  the  adjusted  property  valuations 
of  the  towns  concerned.  Under  this  system  Dublin's  share  of 
the  cost  would  have  been  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  number 
of  students  attending  the  school  from  Dublin. 

Mrs.  Jackson,  after  some  difficulty,  put  through  the  State 
Legislature  an  amendment  to  the  cooperative  school  law  to 
allow  the  towns  in  the  Peterborough  area  to  choose  one  of  two 
methods  for  determining  maintenance  costs,  either  on  the  ad- 
justed valuation  basis,  as  before,  or  the  per  pupil  basis,  the 
latter  method  being  considered  as  more  likely  to  be  acceptable 
to  Dublin. 

The  feeling  of  the  various  towns  involved  was  not  sufficiently 
firm  at  any  time  to  make  it  possible  to  determine  how  many 
towns  were  likely  to  agree  to  join  the  Cooperative  School  Dis- 
trict. This  made  estimating  the  cost  to  Dublin  impossible  no 
matter  what  basis  were  to  be  used  in  determining  each  town's 
share. 

In  addition,  there  was  no  guarantee  that  the  School  Board 
elected  to  run  the  Cooperative  School,  when  established,  would 
decide  to  use  the  per  pupil  basis,  and,  if  they  did,  that  succeed- 
ing Boards  would  stick  to  this  method. 

Also,  no  matter  what  method  were  to  be  used  to  determine 
maintenance  costs,  Dublin's  share  of  the  building  costs  would 
be  figured  on  its  adjusted  property  valuation  and  would  there- 
fore be  out  of  proportion  to  the  number  of  pupils  sent,  in  com- 
parison to  towns  like  Peterborough. 
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The  result  of  this  situation  was  that  the  Committee  could 
not  bring  before  the  voters  a  sound  cost  estimate,  necessary  in 
order  to  make  a  decision.  At  present,  the  idea  of  a  Cooperative 
School  in  Peterborough  has  been  dropped  due  to  the  lack  of 
money  and  the  other  provisions  in  the  law  to  which  the  towns 
concerned  could  not  agree. 

As  the  issues  were  settled  before  Everett  Peet  moved  away 
from  Dublin  no  new  member  was  appointed  to  take  his  place.
